THE CHOICE OF YOUTH. 


T HIS allegorical painting represents the struggle in 
the mind of youth in choosing between a life of 
mere pleasure and sordid pursuits, or one of purer 
enjoyments and higher aims. 

Pleasure, which in youth has the strongest hold upon 
us, is personified by the figure of a woman, who with her 
arm around a young man’s neck, prevents his rising, and 
at the same time holds the wine-cup to his lips. This idea 
is further carried out by a bacchanalian dance in the bas- 
relief below, and by the rich stuffs, fruits, dice-box, and 
mandolin scattered on the ground. 

Behind, is the figure of a soldier, pointing to a bag of 
gold, his plunder, whispering in the young man’s ear that 
wealth is the only thing worth striving for. 

On the left, is a mother, kneeling and thrusting forward 
a little child. These represent the home affections and the 
charms of domestic life. 

In front, is the figure of the Philosopher pointing upward, 
and commanding to a life of higher and nobler aspirations.
